The success gives the allies a much Un­ 
proved connection between the battlefields of Aisne-Mantc and 
Picardy and has enabled the French to rectify a front at a din» 
tance of 15 kilometeFs from Fontnoy, about five miles west of 
Soissons.

CATUR DIED SUNDAY MORN­ 
ING AFTER SHORT ILLNESS. 
Dr. W. H. Long, aged 77, one of 
Decatur’s best beloved 
and 
most 
widely known citizens» died Sunday 
morning at 0 o’clock after an illness 
of a few days. 
His death came as a 
great shock to a large number of 
friends, 
as 
It 
was 
not generally 
known that he was critically ill. 
Funeral services will be conducted 
by Rev. W. N. Sholl from the resi­ 
dence at 4 o’clock this afternoon. In­ 
terment at City Cemetery., 
Dr. Long was the son of Dr. Dan­ 
iel Long and Mrs. Mary Billingsley 
lAing and was horn in Dallas coun­ 
ty, Ala., on June 18, 1841. 
He was 
educated in the public schools of his 
native county and In a private school 
at Talladega, Ala. 
At the outbreak 
of the Civil W ar he enlisted at the 
age of 19 in the Oanebrake Rifles, 
Company D, Fourth Alabama Infan- 
tfiy, and fought with conspicuous gal­ 
lantry in a number of the major en­ 
gagements of the great struggle be­ 
tween the states. 
In the sanguinary 
battle of Franklin he acted as cour­ 
ier for Gen. 
Rucker. ' Wounded in 
the second battle of Manassas, Dr. 
Long was taken 
ill shortly 
after­ 
wards and returned home temporar­ 
ily. 
In the 
last two years of the 
war he was 
with, the Seventh Ala­ 
bama Cavalry. 
When 
peace came 
he returned to Alabama and settled 
at Uniontown, where he resided un­ 
til 1888, when he moved to Decatur, 
engaging in the drug business 
for 
the remainder of his life. 
A devout Christian since 
early 
manhood, Dr. Long had been an eld­ 
er in the Presbyterian Church for 
more «han half a century, for the 
last thirty years being an elder in 
the First Presbyterian 
Church 
of 
Decatur and clerk of the session. He 
was an enthusiastic member of the 
United Confederate Veterans and a 
leader in the local camp. 
He was 
keenly interested in all public af­ 
fairs, a worthy citizen, always to be 
found on the right side 
of 
every 
moral question. • 
Dr. Long was twice married. 
His 
first wife was Miss Lottie Rogers, of 
Danville, Ky., and two children sur­ 
vive this union, Mrs. J. W. Brand of 
Montgomery, Ala., and John I. Long 
of Decatur. 
His second 
wife was 
Miss 
Nannie 
Lane 
Thompson, 
of 
Marengo county. 
They are survived 
by two children, Capt. Hal W. Long, 
of the U. S. army, and Miss Maggie 
May Long, of Birmingham, Ala. 
Dr. Long was deeply concerned in 
the progress and outcome 
of 
the 
great war, and was especially proud 
of the part his son and grandsons 
are taking in the successful prose­ 
cution of the cause 
of 
civilization 
against war and 
evil 
plans 
and 
methods, as he was wont to describe 
the present war. 
Though hone so 
loyal to his country as was Dr. Long 
or loved the Stars and Stripes bet­ 
ter, 
he 
always wore on the lapel 
of his coat an attrari.ive emblem of 
the “Stars and Bars”

cause—a cnu-e which he

That the morale of the American 
troops is the very highest, and that 
monuments should be greeted to the 
enlisted meh and not to the officers, 
are two statem ents contained in a 
tetter from Capt. Thos. W. Wert, of 
Decatur, to his father, S. T. Wert. 
The letter follows: 
France, July 26th, 1918. 
Dear Papa: 
It is now 12 o’clock at night and 
raining and I am almost ready 
for 
bed, the earliest time I have thought 
of it since being on the front line 
this trip. 
I generally get to 
bed 
about 3 a. m. and frequently not at 
all. 
My transport officer, Lieut. Moore, 
an Alabamian, has just 
come 
and 
gone with our supplies. 
He brought ] 
the mail which had three letters for | 
me and your* of June the 30th was 
among them and I was quite happy^ 
to know you are well and would give: 
almost anything I have if I could 
only be home for even a few minutes. 
Just before Lieut. Moore came out 
Fritz shelled, the road—he does that 
every night and the night before we 
came out killed three men (French­ 
men) and several horses on the road 
so all in all the transport officer has 
one of the most disagreeable places 
in the army. 
In some of the shells 
last night he had mustard gas and: 
we had to wear our masks for some* 


rails, two layers about eight inches 
thick, 
logs 
about 
twenty 
inches, 
cement ten or twelve inches, 
sand 
bags, etc., and even with that some 
shells will comf through like it was 
tissue paper. 
The most terrible soldiers we have 
are* those fellows who stay back of 
the line about five miles and come 
up once in a tour just to say they 
have been in the front line. 
I had 
a dentist friend to come up the oth­ 
er day and to my certain knowledge 
it was as quiet-as Hillsboro that day, 
not a shell fell nearer than five hund­ 
red yards to him, yet he w’ent back 
to the rear (that is where all the 
big soldiers stay) and told how he 
had been shelled and you would have 
thought Emperor 
William 
ordered 
all cannon turned on him. 
Doctor Visits Front, 
make an inspection and I almost get 
violent when I 
think of it and he 
wanted to know where the dentist 
Came near getting killed. 
Lawyers 
are sm arter than either for many of 
them get to be judge-advocates and 
get so far to the rear 
that 
they 
haven’t time to even make one visit 
ahd when the shells get to falling I 
sometimes wish I could be a judge- 
advocate. 
Back to my doctor and 
his inspection. 
I had been in 
the 
trenches three days, had been order­ 
ed to change every gun I had twice 
some of them removed for 
several 
miles my men had worked all night 
the three nights here and 1 had slept 
not three hours in sixty, the organi­ 
zation 
preceding me had left 
the 
place in an awful condition but I 
thought then and think now that it 
is more important to place machine 
guns than to cleap up trash first but 
he jumped up and down 
like 
obi 
Aunt Cindy use to fio when she got 
religion but 
I got my 
guns placed 
and then began 
cleaning. 
Those 
things make you violent for they re­ 
main in the rear and run out while 
everything is quiet and point 
out 


and not to the officers for they are 
the ones who hold the whole scheme 
together. 
I sent you three 
little 
pressed 
flowets I pirku i up on a famous bat 
tie field, and I trust you got them 
o. k. 
I never see a flower I don’t 
think of you for I know you love 
them so and among all this horrible 
fighting they seem so beautiful and 
innocent. 
Just to think in less than 
fifty yards from me there are the 
gra- es of over 1,000 
soldiers, 
the 
Germans once^held the place we are 
holding and 
now holding and the French must 
have lost the men when they retook 
this plact. 
We sometimes see the 
grave of a German soldier but very 
few*, however, I expect 
there 
are 
many here. 
Remember me to all 
my 
friends 
and tell Oscar Irwin that 1 asked to 
be remembered to him.

He has 
shelled my quarter» 
this 
morning 
twice and hits it quite often but my 
dug-out is well 
protected 
and 
it 
would take a large shell to go through 
it. 
I am required to inspect each of 
my gun positions once during the 24 
hours and as it takes me about three 
hours to do it I am in shell fire quite 
often and 1 believe if 1 live to be as 
old as Daddy Houston 1 will never 
jcet quite use to it. 
Our tour has been up some days 
but as none of us belong to the union 
we work more than eight hours per 
day and as long as the men in the 
rear say, anyway I don’t care and 
my men are the finest lot of men 
under the sun. 
Not a kick have I 
rver heard and when a 
shell falls 
near them they joke and laugh about 


i t like some one had thrown a snow 
ball at hihn. 
My, how I will hate to 
have one killed for I wouldn’t take a 
million for any one I have. 
Spirit is Fine. 
The spirit in the whole army is 
the finest you ever saw, any hard­ 
ships are taken with as mueh grace 
as could be imagined and the longer 
i am with the enlisted men the more 
1 admire them and the more 1 shall 
contend in civil life for the recogni­ 
tion of their work. 
Of course offi­ 
cers aril necessary but I want monu­ 
ments erected to the enlisted men
